Baptism pictures the burial of 


' the Saviour and His resurrection. 


It means that one has been born 
again; that he counts the old sin- 
ner as dead, so now we bury him. 
It means that like as Christ arose 
from the dead, so we are raised to 
live a new life for Jesus, and hope 
to do so. Baptism. does not save 
one. It only professes what already 
has happened in the heart of a be- 
liever in Christ. If you have trust- 
ed Christ for salvation, then you 
ought to publicly put on Christ be- 
fore the world. You ought pub- 
licly to show your faith in Him. 
Romans-6:4 and 5 says: 
"Therefore we are buried with 
him by baptism into death that 
like as Christ was raised up from 
the dead by the glory of the Fa- 
ther, even so we also should walk 
in newness of life. For if we have 
been planted together in the like- 
ness of his death, we shall be also 
in the likeness of his resurrection." 
There is great joy in doing just 
what the Saviour ‘said do, and if 
you love Him, then keep His com- 


It was with a great deal of an- 
xiety that I began thé selection of 
a faculty for the two weeks’ Bible 
School now closing at the Funda- 
mentalist Baptist Tabernacle. Good 
Bible teachers are hard to find. 
There are many good gospel 
preachers who are not good teach- 
ers of God’s Word. They have a 
fervent heart, they know the A-B- 
C’- of the gospel, but they have not 
mastered the riches revealed in the 
Bible. I am glad of all the good 
such men do, but I could not ex- 
pect pastors to leave their church- 
es and other men and women. to 
come from several states, and 
spend two weeks’ time hearing 
preachers who would not teach 
them the Word of God. 


There are other sound Bible 
teachers who know the Word of 
God, but their teaching is dry as 
powder. It is given without tears 
or laughter. It does not move the 
heart, it does not transform lives. 


Teaching that follows only the let- 
ter of the Bible without the power 
of the Spirit does little good. 


There are other Bible teachers 
who are very attractive speakers, 
interesting, fervent, even scholarly, 
but who are wrong on some im- 
portant doctrines of the Word of 
God. Some such teachers are 
wrong on the plan of salvation 
and teach partly by works, or part- 
ly by baptism. Other such teach- 
ers do not understand the eternal 
security of a believer. Some good 
teachers are wrong on the second 
coming of Christ. Some believe in 
the British-Israel heresy which is 
really Tom-foolery. Some believe 
that baptism is done away with 
and not for this age. Others dis- 
card some other portion of the 
Bible which does not fit in with 
their own ideas. 
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MANY SOULS BEING SAVED 


AT THE BIBLE SCHOOL 


A very happy fact about the 
Bible School which is now in ses- 
sion at the Fundamentalist Bap- 
tist Tabernacle, Dallas, is that 
many are being saved.

The Bible is full of great and 
precious promises. But for the 
Christian there is one promise 
which is so important, and is so 
oft repeated, that in the language 
of the Saviour Himself and of the 
apostles, it is called, “THE PROM- 
ISE.” This is the promise of the 
fullness of the Spirit. 


Some times it is referred to as 
the baptism of the Spirit, some- 
times as the gift of the Spirit, and 
sometimes it is referred to as an 
endument of power from on high, 
but always it has reference to the 
blessed power of the Holy Spirit 
on .Christians to make them soul 
winning witnesses for Christ. 

This promise was given in the 
Old Testament when Joel was in- 
spired to write, “And it shall come 
to pass afterward, that I will pour 
out my spirit upon all flesh,” (Joel 
2:28). But not much is said in 
the Old Testament about this 
promise, since this church age was 
not made known at that time. 

It began to be clearly taught by 
John the Baptist. He said, “I im- 
deed baptize you with water unto 
repentance: but he that cometh af- 
ter me is mightier than I, whose 
shoes I am not worthy to bear: 
he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost, and with fire’ (Matt. 3:11; 
Mark 1:7, 8; Luke 3:16; John 1: 
33). John the Baptist baptized 
people after they were saved. He 
was not talking about salvation. 
And he promised that Jesus would 
baptize people in the Holy Ghost. 
The people did not yet know what 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
would be, we may be sure, but it 
was a promise of such importance 
that Matthew, Mark, Luke and

saved, and though he was in work 
clothing and on duty, and so felt 
he could not come into the taber- 
nacic to make public confession, 
he tcild us he would return later 
to claim Christ. 

A fourteen year old boy passed 
by the tabernacle last Thursday 
or Friday. A young woman 


stopped him to talk about the Lord, 
and as several of us talked and 
prayed with him, he gladly claimed — 
Christ as his Saviour and I felt — 


he did it sincerely. 

Saturday there were no regular 
classes of the Bible School at the 
tabernacle. 
seven or eight hours a day in the 
Bible School from Monday through 
Friday, were encouraged to read 
their Bibles, check up the Scrip- 
ture references they had taken 
down, and try to win souls. Some 
went to the parks and others 
visited in the city. At 7:00 P.M. 
they met at the church for prayer 
meeting and at 8:00 had a street 
service at Jefferson and Marsalis, 
with Brother Lee Kidd and Brother 
Tom Masters 
Josephine Mims brough 
cordian and played. The Mat- 
thews Sisters and other musicians 
sang in the great chorus. Brother 
Tom {Masters and Brother Ster- 
ling P. Kerr each preached and 
several testified. During the 
preaching and singing, personal 
workers went among the crowd 
assembled on the sidewalk street, 
urged individuals to turn from sin 
to trust the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
one by one they were brought to 
the preacher, who would stop his 
preaching or stop the singing and 
make public announcements as 
each one claimed the Saviour. 
After ten had made profession, the 
services were dismissed but four 
others were won by the workers 


‘before they returned home. 


At one of the hospitals in the 
city Saturday night, while others 
were in the street service, some 
young people went to give out 
gospel sermons and papers and 
talk about the Lord Jesus Christ 
to those who were bed-fast, and to 
their friends who came to see 
them, and they reported two con- 
versions. 

Sunday afternoon a group of 
preachers attending the Bible 
School went to the City Jail with © 
workers from this church and 
brought back the news of four who 
had trusted Christ as Saviour and 
five who had drifted far,away in 
sin and yet who pledged them- 
selves to take up again the Chris- 
tian life and with new courage to 
try to live for Christ. 

Sunday afternoon, following the 
Bible lesson from 3:00 to 4:00, 
many went to the Marsalis Park 
to give out gospel sermons and do 
personal work. Some were saved, 
we do not know how many. Seven 
were reported. 

The students in the Bible School 
are getting soul winning more and 
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Réal Teaching — 
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Some people, doubtless, believe 
that if one got a group of Bap- 
tist teachers that they would nec- 
essarily be doctrinally sound, but 
that is far from the truth. Some 
Baptist preachers do not believe 
in a literal Hell. Other Baptist 
preachers do not believe in the lit- 
eral reign of Christ on earth. Other 
Baptist preachers do not believe 
in the Bible mission program, but 
instead believe in a man-made, in- 

_stitutional, denominational pro- 
gram. Some Baptist preachers 
have it in for revivals and evan- 
_gelists. Some Baptist preachers in 
good standing are «+ evolutionists. 
And a very great majority of Bap- 
tist preachers do not know their 
Bibles but only accept as a fact 
what they were taught in college 
or seminary or what they learned 
in Sunday School quarterlies of a 
modernistic, denominational ma - 
chine. Obviously, then, it would 
not do to select teachers simply 
because they were Baptists. 


To have Baptist teachers would 
not guarantee that they were right 
in doctrine, nor right in morals, 
nor right in spirit. Sothe Bap- 
_ tist teachers would have spent all 
' their time teaching Baptist tradi- 

tions instead of the Bible. Some 
would have boosted a denomina- 
tional name or program or insti- 
tution instead of boosting Christ. 
The very sad fact is that most 
Baptist preachers do not set any- 
body afire at home and there would 
be little hope that they would 
transform the lives of a great 
group of preachers and other 
Christians from several states in 
this Bible School. 


_ But we were able to secure, by 
the blessing of God, a really re- 
markable group of teachers for the 
Bible School.

I thank God for blessing us with 
Dr. Ironside. He is pastor of the 
Moody Memorial Church in Chi- 
cago, founded by the immortal D.

rivers of living water. But this 
spake he of the Spirit, which they 
that believe on him should receive: 
for the Holy Ghost was not yet 
given; because that Jesus was not 
yet glorified.” 

Notice two things involved in 
this promise. The first is a prom- 
ise that the Christian who believed 
for it, had faith for it, could have 
the Holy Spirit power flowing out 
from_him like a river of water of 
life. Then the Scripture tells us 
that Jesus referred here to the 
Holy Spirit. God’s people should 
expect and pray for the Holy Spirit 
to make them a fountain of life 
to all those around about them. 


read the English language. What 
a joy it has been to have him in 
the Bible School here in Dallas. 

I have heard some great Bible 
teachers and preachers and not one 
I have ever heard in on a par with 
Dr. Ironside. I have not heard 
him in great revival apeals to the 
unsaved, that is, in purely evangel- 
istic meetings.

hool but that he comes to Dal- 
las on vacation each year to spend 
some time teaching in the Evan- 
gelical Theological College. The 
teaching of Dr. Ironside rings clear 
on precious Bible doctrines’. He 
preaches the same plan of salva- 
tion that I preach, that is, simple 
faith in Christ and on the merits 
of His shed blood. He preaches the 
same kind of security, the same 
kind of baptism, the same inde- 
pendence of a local church, the 
same premillennial coming of 
Christ. 

Dr. Ironside has the humility of 
greatness. He loves his brethren, 
he prefers others before himself, 
he has been through a hard, long 
school. He knows how to pray 
and get the answer. It has been 
a blessing to know this gentle, lov- 
able, Christlike soul. o

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Another thing made clear in this 
passage is that the same Holy Spir- 
it should be “received” into the 
bodies of Christians, after the 
glorification, that is the resurrec- 
tion, of Jesus. 

Several times in the book of 
John, Jesus referred to the Holy 
Spirit as the Comforter, as one 
Who now dwelled with them, but 
in the future should be in them 
(John 14:15-17). This Comforter 
was to guide them into all truth 
(John 16:13) to witness with them 
and make them witnesses (John 
15:26, 27). 

After the resurrection of Jesus, 
the same day, he appeared to His 
disciples and breathed on them and 
said, “Receive ye the Holy Ghost” 
(John 20:22). The Holy Spirit 
then came in to dwell in their bod- 
ies, evidently. They “received” the 
Holy Ghost, as John 7:38 had said 
that they should receive Him. 


These disciples were already 
saved men. Now, since the resur- 
rection of Jesus, they had received 
the Holy Ghost. Besides that, the 
Lord Jesus opened their under- 
standing that they should under- 
stand the Scriptures. Luke 24:45 
tells us: “Then opened he their wun- 
derstanding, that they might un- 
derstand the scriptures,” after that 
He gave them the Great Commis- 
sion and told them to go to all 
the world and preach the gospel. 
One would think that they were 
now abundantly equipped to start 
their soul winning ministry, but no, 
the Saviour said wait. Jesus told 
them they were not yet ready and 
that their principal need was not 
yet filled. People cannot win souls 
just because they know the Bible. 
People cannot win souls just be- 
cause God has called them to 
preach. No, they need a Holy en- 
dument from on high. So Jesus 
said to His disciples, “And, behold, 
I send the promise of my Father 
upon you: but tarry ye in the city 
of Jerusalem, until ye be endued 
with power from on high.” (Luke 
24:49). The Holy Spirit living in 
their bodies was not enough. Now 
He must come with a special en- 
dument or fullness, or baptism of 
soul winning power. 


Notice that Jesus said to them 
“Behold, I send THE PROMISE of 
my Father ‘upon you.” This prom- 
ise of an endument of power from 
on high is “THE PROMISE.” This 
is the principal promise for a child 
of God. This is the main thing. 
This is THE equipment for soul 
winning. Jesus said in effect, ‘Do 
not start revivals, do not begin 
missionary journeys, do not begin 
your public testimony even in Jeru- 
salem, until you be endued with 
power from on high. This is THE 
promise, wait for it.’ In Acts again 
we find a word about this promise. 
In Acts 1:4, 5 we are told: “And 
being assembled together with 
them, commanded them that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem, 
but wait for the promise of the 
Faiher, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me. For John truly bap- 
tized with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost not 
many days hence.” Notice again 
that Jesus speaks of “THE PROM- 
ISE.” In Luke 24:49 the promise 
is described as an endument of 
power from on high. In Acts 1: 
4, 5 it is described as the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. Both are the 
same. The baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is simply the fullness of 
power for soul winning, an endu- 
ment of power from on high. 


In Acts 1:8, just below the 
Scripture quoted, is another word 
of Jesus about the blessed . bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Acts 1: 
8 says: “But ye shall receive pow- 
er, after that the Holy Ghost is 
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come won you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judea, and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” 

What is the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost for? Is it to speak in 
tongues? Is it to make one sin- 
lessly perfect? Is it to make peo- 
ple happy? No, no, no! It is to 
give them power to be witnesses 
for Jesus Christ. Soul winning 
power is THE evidence of the bap- 
tism or filling of the Holy Ghost. 


Baptism, Filling, The Gift of the 
Holy Ghost, and the Endument 
of Power From On High, All 


The Same Thing 


Acts 2:4 says “And they were 
filed with the Holy Ghost.” It 
does not say they were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost in that pas- 
sage, and yet we know that at 
that time the power came on them 
which was promised. That was the 


baptism of the Holy Ghost even. 


though is was called a filling. Ac- 
tually they were not only filled but 
covered up, buried, baptized in the 
Holy Ghost. It was one and the 
same event. The promised baptism 
was a filling. The filling was the 
baptism. Of that there can be no 
doubt. 


In Acts 2:16,17, Peter told the 
assembled crowd that this filling 
of the Spirit was that pouring out 
of the Spirit promised by the 
prophet Joel. The filling of the 
Spirit, the pouring out of the Spirit 
and the baptism of the pirit, then, 
are all the same. 


In Acts 2:32, 33, Peter’s sermon 
tells us how this filling or pouring 
out of the Spirit was the fulfill- 
ment of “THE PROMISE.” “This 
Jesus hath God raised up, whereof 
we are all witnesses. Therefore 
being by the right hand of God ezx- 
alted, and having received of the 
Father the promise of the Holy 
Ghost, he hath shed forth this, 
which ye now see and hear.” (Acts 
2 :32,33) = 

Notice again that what came at 
Pentecost is “THE PROMISE.” 
This was not one of the promises, 
but the main promise for a Chris- 
tian. 

It is important to notice that 
THE promise did not refer to any 
particular outward manifestation 
such as the sound of a rushing 
mighty wind, or tongues of fire 
sitting on them, speaking in other 
languages, as they did to people 
in other languages, or the lan-

"The Promise” Is For All Christians 
Of Every Age 

Some people believe that the 
baptism or filling or pouring out 
of the Holy Spirit was not for ev- 
erybody, but was only for those 
in apostolic days. Others believe’ 
that all Christians were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost when they 
were saved. Yet it seems very 
clear that not all Christians have 
the power that the disciples re- 
ceived at Pentecost, an endument 
of power from on high. Not all 


Christians are powerful witnesses } 


through the help of the Spirit. 


I agree that all Christians now 
have the Holy Spirit dwelling in 
their bodies. As He came into the 
disciples on the day Jesus arose 
from the dead when He breathed 
on them and said, “Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost” (John 20:22), so now 
at conversion every Christian 
drinks in the Holy Spirit (I Cor. 
12:13). He lives in the body of 
every Christian as you will see 
from I Corinthians 3:16, 17, I Cor- 
inthians 6:19, 20; Romans 8:9; II 


_ Corinthians 6:16. The Holy Spirit 


has His headquarters now in the 
body of saved people. The Scrip- 
ture clearly teaches that. But soul 
winning power is another matter. 


“THE PROMISE” was not for 
the indwelling of the Holy Spirit. 
“THE PROMISE” was Holy pirit 
power to witness for Jesus and 
win souls. Every Christian has 
the Holy Spirt dwelling in his 
body. But very, very few Chris- 
tians have this holy endument of 
power from on high; the filling of 
the Spirit or baptism of the Spirit 
or gift of the Spirit, (for all these 
are Scriptural names for the same 
thing). 

But thank God, every Christian 
can have this blessed power or full- 
ness of the Spirit. In Acts 2:38, 
39 Peter said: “Repent, and be 
baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the re-

mission of sins, and ye shall re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” Notice that 
the promise here is not the prom- 
ise of salvation alone, but again it 
is “the promise,’ the same prom- 
ise of Luke 24:49; of Acts 1:4; of 
Acts 2:33—the promise of Holy 
Spirit power and fullness, the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. 


And now comes the wonderful 
part of the promise. “For the 
promise is unto you (those pres- 
ent)‘ and to your children (the 
Jewish race), and to all that are 
afar off (Gentiles as well as Jews), 
even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call” (everyone who is ever 
saved). The promise of the gift 
of the Holy Ghost is for us today, 
for everyone God ever called. 
Praise the Lord! 

A careful study of the Scrip- 
tures given will convince every 
honest Christian that we ought to 
have the same soul winning pow- 
er that New Testament Christians 
had. 

Now look at your Bibles again. 
In Acts 2:4, read these nine words, 
“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost.” Now turn to Acts 
4:31 and find the same nine words, 
“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost.” The same crowd 
were filled with the Holy Ghost 
twice. They got the same thing 
after Pentecost as they got at Pen- 
tecost. They were filled with the 
Holy Ghost more than, once. One 
time they had an earthquake. The 
other time they had the sound of 
a cyclone, but both times they 
were filled with the Holy Ghost. 
One time they spoke miraculously, 
in the languages of those present 
who understood and were blessed. 
The other time there was no one 
present but those of their own lan- 
guage and they did not speak other 
languages. But both times “they 
were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” Let no one say, then, that 
the filling of the Holy Ghost could 
only come one time. 

But the filling of the Holy Ghost 
in Acts 2:4 was the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Thén the filling of the 
Holy Ghost in Acts 4:31 was also 
the baytism of the Holy Ghost, 
and one can be filled or baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, endued with 
power from on high, as often as 
he needs it. Praise the Lord it is 
so for us today! 

Notice again the words “filled 
with the Holy Ghost.” Now turn 
to Ephesians 5:18 and you will 
see that is exactly what we are 
commanded to be, that is, to be 
filled with the Holy Ghost. God 
grant Christians today may claim 
their whole heritage and seek to 
be filled with the Holy Ghost so 
that we may win souls as Chris- 
tians did in Bible times.

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


For nearly eight years Brother W. 
E. Hawkins, Jr. has maintained the 
Radio Revival in Dallas ‘on radio 
station KRLD. He has gone by 
faith. Every week the slate is 
cleared, all the money on hand is 
spent or given away, and the Radio 
Revival launches out by faith in 
God. Brother Hawkins has proved 
that the gospel is the power of 
God to salvation to everyone that 
believeth, when it is preached over 
the radio to the unseen multitude, 
just as it is_in the church pulpit 
and in brush arbor revival meet- 
ings. He has majored on the Bible. 
Under his direction, over 500 Bible 
distributors work throughout many 
parts of the nation. Tens of thou- 
sands of boys and girls have start- 
ed out to read a gospel of John 
and then another book of the Bible, 
and then another, to get a Testa- 
ment, then later, having read that, 
to get a Bible.

He is widely known 
as a Baptist layman and feels led 
of God to launch out into regular 
Bible teaching. He has a clear 
grasp of Bible teaching and we 
trust will be greatly used of God 
in this field. 


It was also our privilege to have 
Brother Harlin J. Roper, pastor of 
Scotfield Memorial Church, to 
bring a Bible lesson on the book of 
Jude. Brother Roper is widely 
known through his radio preach- 
ings and teaching and his outline 
of the Bible and Bible questions 
which are used’ with success in 
many churches throughout the 
United States. 


Brother Warwick Brandon, pas- 
tor of Winnetka Congregational- 
ist Church, brought a good mesage 
on “Can We Believe the Bible?” 
It was Scriptural, scholarly, and 
remarkably well prepared to 
strengthen our faith that the Bible 
is what it claims to be, the very 
Word of God. 

There was a remarkable unity 


of mind and heart among the 
speakers of the Bible School. 
Every one agreed on the funda- 
mentals of the Christian faith, the 
verbal inspiration of the Scriptures, 
the deity of Christ, the blood atone- 
ment, salvation by faith, the se- 
curity of the believer, the indepen- 
dence of the local church, the in- 
dwelling Holy Spirit and the full- 
ness of the Holy Spirit for service. 
Every speaker was agreed about 
the premillennial coming of Christ. 
Every speaker was agreed that we 
were against unscriptural, denomi- 
national headquarters and pro- 
grams, against the traditions of 


men which add to or subtract from / 


the Bible. 

I thank God for giving to the 
Bible School, to my church, and 
to Dallas the teaching of these 
men of God. 


It was a great joy to me to 
teach the book of Matthew and 
to give several Bible lectures on 
the Holy Spirit. Our hearts burned 
within us as we studied together 
the Word of God. It was a joy 
to assist with these other teach- 
ers and to teach people who were 
so anxious to know just what God’s 
Word says. 

Let every one earnestly pray 
that God will guide in the plans 
for the next Bible School, which, 
we trust, will be far greater in at- 
tendance, in power, and blessing 
than the present one.
